TRAGEDY. 


A HuBlmnd Kills His Wife aid Infant 


Daughter, and Blows His 


Ovrn Brains Out. 


ROGF.RS, Ark., March 30.— One of the 


most horrible tragedies ever enacted 
in this part of the country occurred at 
the home of Pulaski Duckworth, five 
miles, west of this place, about ten 
o'clock 
yesterday morning. Duck- 


worth, who was an honored and re- 
spected citizen, and who had always 
shown extreme love and care for his 
family, while temporarily in sane killed 
his wife, fatally wounded his five- 
year-old daughter and then cut his 
throat, dying instantly. 


He struck his wife two blows with

blood, Duckworth went into another 
room, and standing by the bed, cut his 
throat with an ordinary pocket knife.

The drops, bor- 
ders, curtains, both green and act, the 
side scenes, and, in fact, every mechan- 
ism which is now operated by the pull- 
ing and hauling-of stage hands, will be 
moved by the electrician at the prompt 
wing. This will ba accomplished by a 
series of small but powerful electric 
motor*,, each working on an independ- 
ent circuit and all within, easy control 
of the electrician. Then Mr. Eogers 
proposes to accomplish scenic effect*. 
«ith electricit j. Sunset and dawn, the 
urlare of noonday, lightning and tem- 
l>«,t, rain effecte. moonlight, and, in- 
Jeed, every possible atmospheric con- 
dition. Illumination, both in front and 
back of the cui-taan, will be accom- 
plished in an entirely new and novel 
manner, and some beautiful effects se- 
cured. There will also be electric doors, 
entrances and exite. On the stage the 
hands will be limited to the property 
man and a few assistants to arrange the

POLICEMEN ON BICYCLES. 


Sew York Police Board Decides to Adopt 


the Wheel for Its Bluecoato. 


The bicycle squad in New York city 


has proved satisfactory beyond anticipa- 
tion. When spring comes all New York's 
asphalt anil macadam streets will be 
policed by bluecoats on wheels. This 
was decided upon at a meeting- of tie 
police board tlie other day. 


The introduction of the bicycle into 


municipal service ha.s been tried with 
excellent results. Police Commissioner 
Andrews, himself a wheelman, is made 
directly responsible for the innovation. 
Four policemen were mounted on bi- 
cjcles some time ago and assigned to 
duty in the upper part of tine city. Al- 
ready a number of meritorious arrests 
of reckless drivers and cyclists have 
l>een made by them. In the case of a 
driver the tactics followed are for the 
officer to ride ahead of the offending 
vehicle and allow himself margin 
enough for dismounting and making 
the arr«sst.

Japan's recent great strides in tiadc 


and commerce form the subject of a 
Img report to the btate department 
from James F. Connolly, United States 
consul at Hiogo. Mr. Connolly tells of 
the wonderful progress in manufac- 
tures, arts, etc. The opening1 up of 
(.lima to the investment of capital and 
trade operations, accomplished by th? 
Japanese themselves will eventually, 
according to Mr. Connolly, prove per- 
haps the most serious drawback to the 
future trade of Japan. He thinks that 
untU the operation of the revised trea- 
ties with Japan are tested anil prece- 
dents established as to the rights of in- 
dividuals and of property, the prefer- 
ence in all matters connected with in- 
vestments of capital and trade pursuits 
n ill be in favor of China. 


H igures given in the report show Oiat 


the United States purchased about 40 
per cent, of all Japanese merchandise 
sold for export last year. American 
merchandise sold for import shows a. 
decrease for 1895 as compared with the 
previous year. 


In making inquiries on the subject 


of American trade Mr. Connolly was 
told generally that the quality of Amer- 
ican products was excellent but the 
producers did not seem to consider the 
trade of Japan sufficiently important 
to remodel their prices and freight rates 
to the extent necessary to meet the 
competition. 


POLICE FORCE INADEQUATE. 


Buffalo In Yellowstone Part In Danger of 


Extermination by Poacher*. 


A letter from the secretary of the in- 


terior sent to the benate the other day 
contains a report by Cdpt George S. 
Anderson, acting superintendent of the 
Yellowstone national park, showing 
that poaching is cairied on in that res- 
ervation to bonie extent. He says it will 
be impossible to thoroughly prevent 
it, as the most of it is done near the bor- 
ders by persons who live without the 
park and operate near the line. Elk, 
deer, antelope nnd some other game is 
so plentiful that the damage is very 
slight. The case is different, however, 
with the buffoJo, and the herd is, he 
says, in danger of extermination. Sec-, 
letary Smith says existing law is suf- 
ficient, but itcannotbe rigidly enforced 
owing to the small police force at the 
disposal of the department.

Indian legends. These tales 
are often grotesque and 
wild to the last degree, but 
there is a. strange fascina- 
tion in them; and some of 
the most curious are still 
current among the savages 
of the Pacific coast. 


Among the Indians, win- 


ter is story telling time. 
A great log fire is kindled, 
and a circle of figures 
crouch around it, passing 


,— - 
the hours in planning fu- 


ture expeditions, or h&tening to the 
crooning tale of the story teller—some 
old brave who knows all the legendary 
lore of his people. Where this stuff 
originated, or how it has been preserved, 
is a wonder to a white man. Indians 
seldom talk about these things to a 
white person unless he has lived with 
them for a long time. But if he is fa- 
miliar with their ways and customs, he 
may be asked to join the circle when 
the story teller is at work. Stories 
among the Indians take the place of 
newspapers, churches and theaters. 


When a story is suggested, the fire is 


rebuilt, and the narrator, probably a 
%ery old man, comes forward and be- 
gins. He talks just as long as the fire 
burns, then stops. Nothing can induce 
him to continue longer. A big fire and 


at once started to climb up and catch 
the bird; But when he approached the 
jay ascended a little way and again 
alighted; up climbed Spee-ow, and up 
flew the jay, until both paused through 
the hole in the sky and were in the 
.country of the spider. 
^ This place Spee-ow found to be a fine 
land, much like what our world now is, 
and he thought he would look around 
and learn how to make his own domain 
resemble the new region. As he did not 
know what or whom he might meet, 
Spee-ow changed himself into a beaver, 
and went to a swamp to hide until he 
could ascertain the nature of the inhab- 
itants.

\mong the Indians of the coast the 
om"S of the Spee-ow, the Maker or 
Hanger, form the subjects of a num- 
.erofpopularstories. These tales treat 
f the beginning of the world, and arc 
Uremelv interesting. The history of 
•ince-ow, as I heard it by the flickering 
ight of a log fire, runs thus though it 
s difficult to give exactly the Indian 
endering: 


A long, long time ago there was no 


light lathe world; it was always night, 
md the people went about in darkness. 
Lhe chief Tah-mah-na-wis was a, tall 
man with a long white beard. He was 
.,e^ er seen, but w as known to the people 
bv his deeds. His name «as Spee-ow, 
the Maker. By his magic he found/tha , 
there was another country, beyond the 
sky, ruled over by the spider. Ihis 
,pider chief was very large and carried 
a long rope with him to help him in his 
travels about his land. One day when 
he was on a journey, he came to a place 
where the ground, which is our sky, had 
cracked open a little. Not knowing 
v, hat this meant, the spider tyee (tyee 
means chief) let down his rope toascer- 
tain how deep the hole was. He let 
down so much rope that he was unable 
to pull it up again; so he tied it to a 
tree, and went to get help. 
While he was gone the bluejay, who 


is always prying into other peoples 
l-usiness, came along, and seeing the 
rope, flew down the hole to learn wrui 
was there. He followed the rope unti 
he came to the country below, where 
we live. There, "by his noise, he at- 
tracted the attention of Spee-ow. Spec 
ow immediately investigated the matter 
and saw the bluejay, who had aligfate 
ontlwrope.

Thus the world was first il 


lumined. 
Spee-ow still lives "beyond the moun- 


tains." 
From hib dwelling place he 


hurls forth the sun every morning, and 
it falls into the ocean. Then Spee-ow 
shute the daylight box and makes dark- 
ness, so that he can journey unseen by 
the people, and sets out to bring back 
the sun. This trip takes all night; and 
each morning, after he opens his box, 
he throws the sun again. 
If he did 


not open the daylight box he could not 
see where the sun fell, so there is day 
while the sun is in the air. Spce-ow 
alwavs throws the sun the same dis- 
tance, but the winter nights are long 
because the rain and storms make his 
journey slow and difficult. Also, in the 
summer his people desire more time to 
work and travel, and Spee-ow opens the 
daylight box >ery early and so extends 
the day. He can make a quicker trip 
after the sun in summer because the 
roads are g-ood. The fir tree he planted 


ear his lodge, and by his, magic he in- 
reased the trees until they covered the 
and. 
. 
The spider tyee, when he found that 


he had been robbed, tried to pull up his 
ope; but in the darknets—for his day- 
ight box was gone—it slipped from his 
hands, and fell to the ground close by 
he lodge of Spee-ow, who immediately 
by his magic turned it into stone. On 
the Snoqualmic river may be seen a 
curious rock formation, resembling a 
column of paint squeezed out of a 
gigantic paint tube. Tins, the Indians 
assure yon, is the spider tyee's rope. 
The tyee sits by the hole in the sky, close 
to the moon, and sends down many lit- 
tle spiders to look for his lost rope. Yon 
can see these spiders floating in the air 
in summer time; but they cannot find 
the rope, because it is stone.
